present system of giving final examina- 
tions, then in the opinion of The Ker- 
nel, the ((ucstioii is s(iuarely Up to the 
instructors, who have two probable 
solutions open. Tiu y may watch their 
classes so closely liiat "cribbing" will 
lie iuipossil)!.' <ii- ix'forr (giving the 
course iliey may explain that every 
exam will he ;(n "liMiior" one and that 
the student is expected to study dur- 
ing tho course as at ithc end he will 
have no opportunity to cheat. Men 
who an- so dastardly as to betray their 
lionor are not flt subjects for Univer- 
sity at.tendiinoo <ifcO«li W ex- 
pelled at oni e 

In the ()i)inioii of Tlie Kernel, ilic lat- 
ter is mucli tho more feasible solu- 
tion of lli«' proiilem.

1 would like to make the statement 
that 1 do not believe that the use of 
tobacco Is non-lnjurlous. Sometime 
ngo I sent an article »)n "Tobacco" to 
tlip l><'xing1on Herald for publication. 
In order to make It pligible for publi- 
( iitioii It spciTipd that certain parts and 
deductions would have to hp omittpd. 
'i'his article was cop|p<l from the l>px- 
Itigton Herald by the "Tobacco" Maga- 
zine and prcscntpd as an authoritative 
argtinipnt for the use of tobacco. I 
apprfHiatP the fact that we are living 
in a tobacco section and that anything 
said dpfrimental to the tobacco in- 
dustry would not niept with popular 
approval. 

So much has been said about the 
harmfulness of tobacco by fanatics and 
enthusiasts that is fanciful and abso- 
lut/Ply unitrup that I attempted to pre- 
sent the subject in a fair and inbiased 
manner. Evidently I hare, been mis- 
interpreted. There was a time when 
tobacco was supposed tf) be of con- 
siderable medicinal value and its use 
v.as encouraged by doctorf, and others.( 
-With more knowledge it became sus- 
pected of producing harmful results. 

There has been a srtrong feeling on 
the part of scientiflc men that tobacco 
on the whole is harmful, yet up to 
quite recently nothing of any value 
has been definitely inoTen. Mere 
opinion, hearsay or prejudice Is not 
evidence. Such argnmeata will not ap- 
peal to intelligent people. It is true 
that certain benefits are derired from 
its use, bat it is also trae that often- 
time these are counteracted by the in- 
Jnrtons elfects produced. It seems 
that certain people are hot pereepUbly 
injured by Us use. Thi« may be be- 
cause we do not know how to measure 
the amount of the injury, If there is 
auy. We do know that othar pei^a 
are posittvi^ lajaiad ^ tta uae. It 
Is probably true that noma hare m«re 
reslataace towards ita polaoalag effects 
than otl^ara. Nfcottea, the chief drug 
which it ooataliM, la olaaaad ap a drug 
or potoeai. and teugs ahoidd be naad 
medlelnally and not othanrlae. «
